No ap- 
plications have been received from New 
York nor any cities other than those above 
mentioned. 


The German government has sent to the 


French ministry Its reply to the proposal of 
France for tho gradual evacuation of French 
territory as the installments of the war in- 
demnity are paid. Tho proposition of the 
French government is, in the main, accept- 
ed, with tbe accompanying requisite that 
the entire indemnity most be paid before the 
second of March, 1874. This leaves Bis- 
marck's army of occupation nearly two years 
longer in the French fortresses. 


Advices by steamer Ocean Queen, which 


arrived at N^ew York yesterday from Aspin- 
wall, slate that on the arrival of tho Edgar 
Stuart at Aspinwall, the Cubans on board 
rose against the captain because ho insisted 
on sailing for su American port, as directed 
by the United States Vice Consul.

arrival of U. S. steamer Wyoming allowed 
their escape to the shore, where they threat- 
en to kill Ihe captain if they catch him. 
The Edgar Stuart was taken in charge by 
the Wyoming.

Jolunn Straus?, tho fninoui Austrian 


composer, is ibe oldest of tbre« brothers, »11 
of whom are eminent »» orchestra leaders 
and composer s of dancing music. He Is the 
sou of tho celebrated Johanu Slriusi, WUOM 
fame be has eclipsed by his superior genlui 
ais father prepared him for the military pro- 
fession, but the feeble health oflhe boy and 
tbe wonderful musical talent which Le dis- 
played at an early age decided bis fatb«r t» 
make a musician of him. He had excellent 
Instructors, and a'ready Iu his sixteenth 
year bad become a virtuoso on the violin, 
and thoroughly familiarized himself with 
the art of composition and counterpoint. 
Several of his compositions were published 
and became very popular, and in his nine- 
teenth year he resolved to form an orchestra 
like tbe one over which his father had serv- 
ed so long and so creditably. 
The under- 


taking was successful, and before long.youug 
Strauss's orchestra 
became as popular as 


lhal of bis father. In 1840 he set out on a 
two years' ceucei t tour through the coun- 
tries on the lower Danube, and was well re- 
ceived everywhere In 1843 he published 
his famous "Eadetzky March," which is now 
a national air in Austria, and for which he 
received a title and an honorable decora- 
tion. During the following fifteen years he 
visited nearly every capital in Europe with 
his orchestra, and received as many decora- 
tions as adorn the breast of a field-marshal. 
His greatest triumph he achieved with his 
band at the Paris exhibition of 1S61, where 
Strauss's concerts were one of the principal 
attractions. He had meanwhile published a 
great many compositions, and Ihe number 
of bis works Is now upwards ol COO. 
Some 


of his productions have had an extraordina- 
ry sal?.

Tbe Acting Assistant Postmaslcr Gener- 


al decides thai under Ihe new postal code, 
which became a law just at the close of the 
last BOBBiou of Congress, the following are 
Ihc rales lo be charged ou third class print- 
ed mailer, namely : 


On all pamphlet?, occasional publications, 


transient newspapers, magazines, hand-hills, 
posters, unsealed circulars, prospectuses, 
book manuscripts, proof-sheets, corroded 
proof-sheets passing between author and 
publisher, flexible patlerns, sample cards, 
photographic paper, letter envelopes, postal 
envelopes and wrappers, cards, plain and 
ornamental paper, photographic representa- 
tions of different types, seeds, cuttiugs,bulbs, 
roots and scions, a postage of one cent for 
each two ounces or fraction thereof on pack- 
ages to one addtes5,to be prepaid by postage 
stamps affixed; ou all books (other lhan 
Ihose printed by order of Congress) postage 
at two cents lor each two ounces or fraction 
thereof limited to four pounds in weight; on 
samples of merchandise, metals, ores and 
mineralogical specimens, two cents for each 
two ounces or fraction thereof.pacUages lim- 
ited to twelve ounces in weight. 


The three millions of letters received at 


the dead letter office iu Washington last 
year contained money orders to the amount 
of iwo millions of dollars. Sixty-eight thou- 
sand of them could not be forwarded, for 
the reason that the name of tho county and 
state were left out of the direction ; four 
hundred thousand were unslumpcd, and 
more than three thousand were mailed with 
no direction at all.
